To Commemorate the Sailing of 


the Mayflower 


The movement to celebrate next year the tercentenary of the sailing 


of the Mayflower seems attracting far more attention in England than in 
America. Simultaneous observance is to be had in both countries, but the 
English plans, under the direction of a committee of which Lord Brjpe is 
deputy president, have progressed so rapidly as to be announced. 


Tho English celebration will give full scope to that liking for 


pageantry which marks England. The lives of those Englishmen who fled 
from the mother country for conscience sake are to be reconstructed with 
fidelity. Not merely the sailing of the Mayflower, but the whole Pilgrim 
movement will be commemorated. There will be pageants and moving 
pictures and ceremonies at Austerfield, Scrooby, Boston, Cambridge and 
other places in England where the Free church had its adherents. 


An American delegation will be invited to attend these observances, 


and work on the restoration of the ancestral home of Washington, at Sul- 
grave, is being rushed, in the hope that its formal dedication may take 
place. 
Then a combined American and British delegation will visit 


Holland, "the common harbor of all heresies," where the Pilgrims sought 
refuge from 1609 to 1620. Meetings will be held at Amsterdam, Leyden, 
Delftshaven and The Hague. The celebration will culminate with the 
sailing of another Mayflower, laden with Englishmen and Americans, 
from the port of Plymouth, a landing being made on the storied Rock, or, 
rather, where the Rock was. 


Other compliments to America are reported. The Saint-Gaudens 


monument of Lincoln is to be installed in Westminster, while the Barnard 
"Lincoln" will be unveiled at Manchester. The English have established 
a chair or lectureship (at a cost of $75,000) in American history, litera- 
ture and institutions, and there has been provided an annual scholarship 
to give young British scholars an opportunity of one or two years' research 
and study in America. 


July Imports Break 


Record 


Were Largest b Hiitory of the 


Country 


Foreign trade of the United States 


came nearer reaching a balance dur- 
ing July than it has in any month in 
several years, the department of com- 
merce announced, owing to an im- 
mense increase in imports and a sharp 
reduction in exports. 


Imports valued at $345,000,000 en- 


tered American ports, the total ex- 
ceeding the amount brought to the 
United States, during any 
previous 


month in history. 


Exports dropped $350,000,000 from 


the high figure of June, but amounted 
to $570,000,000. For the seven months 
ended %\ith July exports totaled $4.,- 
618,000,000, \vhile imports amounted 
to $l,9r>5,000,000 for the period.

The geographical poles of the earth 


are the extremities of the imaginary 
line passing thiough its center of 
gravity and about which it revolves, 
nnd pro therefore symmetrically lo- 
cated \Mlh regard to the equator. The 
magnetic pole-*, however, are not co- 
incident with (he geographical poles, 
nor are they diametrically opposite to 
each other 
Prior to the recent at- 


tempt of Amundsen to determine the 
north magnetic pole, the only other 
\\ns by Capt. Jar.ies Ross in June, 
1831, who found the dip of the mag- 
netic needle to be 80 degrees, r>0 min- 
utes, 5 seconds, in latitude 70 de- 
grees, 5 minutes, 2 seconds, north, and 
longitude 00 degrees, 45 minutes, 8 
seconds, west, which is in King Wil- 
liam Land, Cannaa. 
The result of 


Amundsen's observations lias not yet 
been published by the Norwegian au- 
thorities. 
For the 
south magnetic 


pole, from a consideration of all the 
results available, according to 
the 


United States Coast 
and 
Geodetic 


Survey, the position of latitude 72 de- 
giees, 7 minutes, south, and longitude 
150 degrees, east, has been tentati\el\ 
adopted. These values are only rough- 
ly approximated and for that reason 
are gi\en only In degrees and tenths. 
Ity reason of the unmial \anation of 
the magnetic needle, it is heliew'd the 
magnetic (Mies are not s>tationar>, but 
ha\e a slow motion around the geo- 
graphical poles. The subject is shroud- 
ed in mjstery and constitutes one of 
the many as yet unbohed problems in 
terrestrial physics.

The machines 
with wheels of the same size appeared 
m ISSo. Bicycling began to be popular 
about 1S91, and the "craze" reached 
i.s height about 1893, when wheels 
bad become low enough in price to be 
within the means of the multitude. 


Bagdad Is Important as 


a Distributing Center. 


Attention is directed to the impor- 


tance of Bagdad as a distributing cen- 
ter for cotton and woolen textiles. 
Bagdad supplies the Tigris valley as 
far north as Mosul and vicinity, also 
the Euphrates valley to the northwest 
as far as Der-el-Zor. To the northeast 
very large quantities ^ire sent into 
Persia via Kermanshah and Hamadan. 
All this business is supplied and con- 
trolled by merchants in Bagdad.

at least three times as fast as the bark 
of the oak or the hemlock.

Tiger-Hunting Elephants 


Must Display Bravery or 


Forever Be Disqualified 


Not ail elephants are qualified for 


tiger-hunting. 
Kvery animal used in 


the sport must be steady, obedient, and 
fearless, for If a single elephant mis- 
behaves or bolts' when he confronts 
one of the huge cats, the deadly con- 
tagion of fear may spread broadcast, 
and runaways, broken palanquins, and 
loss of life may result. This Is the 
way in which men select the animals 
to train for the hunt: 


As a preliminary step, they walk 


the elephants back and forth In a 
court where are ranged cages con- 
taining tigers and leopards, for the 
sporting rajahs 
generally 
maintain 


private menageries. 
When they be- 


come accustomed to the smell of these 
animals, XL tiger Is chained to a post 
in an open space, with a leash care- 
fully regulated to limit the length of 
his leaps. 
The mahouts then force 


the pupil-elephant to approach as near 
the post as? safety allowjs and to re- 
main for some time within a few steps 
of the tiger. 


Each day the tiger's chain Is length- 


ened, and the prisoner, which Is kept 
half-starved, charges fiercely at the 
elephant as it comes near. Those ele- 
phants which stand their ground with- 
out flinching are considered qualified 
for the hunt in the jungle, but those 
that have revealed the least timidity 
are degraded from the rank of hunt- 
er—the aristocracy of their kind—and 
are turned over to ignominious labor. 


According to a zoologist of the Cal- 


cutta museum, among every thousand 
elephants that undergo this training 
only about fifty will not bolt when 
brought face to face with the chained 
tiger; but nearly half of those that 
stand their ground bravely at first re- 
treat before a more ferocious assault.

White Cookies. 


Take one cupful of shortening, one 


cupful of sugar, two eggs, one-half a 
cupful of milk or cream, three tea- 
spoonfuls of baking povider sifted in 
the flour; add nutmeg, and floui 
enough to roll. Chill and handle as 
moist as possible, rolling very thin. 


Ginger Cookies. 


Take one and one-half cupfuls of 


shortening, one cupful of molasses, 
one cupful of sugar, two eggs, a tea- 
spoonful of soda dissolved in half a 
cupful of boiling water. Add ginger, 
cinnamon, cloves and salt to taste 
Add flour to make a moist dough and 
let stand on ice to chill before rolling.

OLD RELIC OF REVOLUTION 


Boston Statehouse, Now Ful'y 
Re- 


stored, Is One of the Most Inter- 


esting in the Country. 


The old statehoti^e in Boston was 


erected In 1713. 
In early days the first 


floor was us-ed as the Merchants' ex- 
change, and the second story as j|jhe 
meeting place of the goveinors <^J^S 
province and the rojal council. A few 
feet from the eastern porch occurred 
the Boston massacre on March 5, 1770. 
In 1789 Washington reviewed from 
this building a procession in his honor, 
and in 1833 William Lloyd Garrison 
took refuge there to escape from the 
moo that had broken up the antl- 
sla\ery meeting, and threatened his 
life. 
In later years the building was 


turned into business offices and was so 
much altered, inside and outside, as 
almost to destroy the original architec- 
tural effect. 
In 1SS1 it was restored 


by the city at the request of the pub- 
lic-spirited citizens, and is now In the 
custody of the 
Bostonian society, 


which occupies it. The rooms, includ- 
ing the old council chamber and I'all 
of representatives contain a collection 
of relics and paintings of revolution 
ary times.

As a preliminary step, they walk 
the elephants back and forth in a 
court^ where are ranged cage.g con­ 
taining tigers and leopards, for the 
sporting rajahs 
generally maintain 
private menageries. 
When they be­ 
come accustomed to the smell of these 
animals, jx tiger is chained to a post 
in an open space, with a leash care­ 
fully regulated to limit the length of 
his leaps. 
The mahouts then force 
the pupil-elephant to approach as near 
the post a§ safety 'allots and to re- 
main for some time within a few steps 
of the tiger. 


Each day the tiger's chain is length« 
ened, and the prisoner, which Is kept 
half-starved, charges fiercely at the 
elephant as it comes near. Those ele­ 
phants which stand their ground with­ 
out flinching are considered qualified 
for the hunt in the jungle, but those 
that have revealed the least timidity 
are degraded from the rank of hunt­ 
er—the aristocracy of their kind—and 
are turned over to ignominious labor. 


According to a zoologist of the Cal­ 
cutta museum, among every thousand 
elephants that undergo this training 
only about fifty will not bolt when 
brought face to face with the chained 
tiger; but nearly half of those that 
stand their ground bravely at first re­ 
treat before a more ferocious assault. 


America. Simultaneous observance is to be had in both countries, but the 
English plans, under the direction of a committee of which Lord Brjte is 
deputy president, have progressed so rapidly as to be announced. 


Tho English celebration will give full scope to that liking- for 
pageantry which marks England. The lives of those Englishmen who fled 
from the mother country for conscience sake are to bo reconstructed with 
fidelity. Not merely the sailing of the Mayflower, but the whole Pilgrim 
movement will be commemorated. 
There will be pageants and moving 
pictures and ceremonies at Austerfield, Scrooby, Boston, Cambridge and 
other places in England where the Free church had its adherents. 


An American delegation will be invited to attend these observances, 
and work on the restoration of the ancestral home of Washington, at Sul- 
grave, is being rushed, in the hope that its formal dedication may take 
place. 
Then a combined American and British delegation will visit 
Holland, “the common harbor of all heresies,” where the Pilgrims sought 
refuge from 1609 to 1620. Meetings will be held at Amsterdam, Leyden, 
Deiftshaven and The Hague. 
The celebration will culminate with the 
sailing of another Mayflower, laden with Englishmen and Americans, 
from the port of Plymouth, a landing being made on the storied Rock, or, 
rather, where the Rock was. 


Other compliments to America are reported. 
The Saint-Gaudens 
monument of Lincoln is to be installed in Westminster, while the Barnard 
“Lincoln.” will be unveiled at Manchester. The English have established 
a chair or lectureship (at a cost of $75,000) in American history, litera­ 
ture and institutions, and there has been provided an annual scholarship 
to give young British scholars an opportunity of one or two years* research 
and study in America.

Exports dropped $350,000,000 from 
the high figure of June, but amounted 
to $570,000.000. For the seven months 
ended with July exports totaled $4,- 
618.000,000, while imports amounted 
to $1,955,000,000 for the period.

Believe Magnetic Poles 
Have Slow Motion Around 
the Geographical Poles 


The geographical poles of the earth 
are the extremities of the imaginary 
line passing through its 
center of 
gravity and about which it revolves, 
and are therefore symmetrically lo­ 
cated with regard to the equator. The 
magnetic poles, however, are not co­ 
incident with the geographical poles, 
nor are they diametrically opposite to 
each other. 
Prior to the recent at 
tempt of Amundsen to determine the 
north magnetic pole, the only other 
was by Capt. James Ross in June, 
1831, who found the dip of the mag 
netic needle to be 80 degrees, 50 nfln- 
•utes, 5 seconds, in latitude 70 de 
grees, 5 minutes, 2 seconds, north, and 
longitude 9G degrees, 45 minutes, S 
seconds, west, which Is In King Wil 
liam Land, Canada, 
The result of 
Amundsen's observations has not yet 
been published by the Norwegian au­ 
thorities. 
For the south magnetic 
pule, from a consideration of all the 
results available, according 
to 
tho 
United States Coast 
and 
Geodetic 
Survey, the position of latitude 72 de­ 
grees, 7 minutes, south, and longitude 
150 degrees, east, has been tentatively 
adopted. These values are only rough­ 
ly approximated and for that reason 
are given only in degrees and tenths. 
By reason of the annual variation of 
the magnetic needle, it is believed the 
magnetic poles are not stationary, but 
have a slow motion around the geo­ 
graphical poles. The subject is shroud­ 
ed in mystery and constitutes one of 
the many as yet unsolved problems in 
terrestrial physics,

moist as possible, rolling very thin. 


Ginger Cookies. 


Take one and one-half cupfuls of 
shortening, one cupful of molasses, 
one cupful of sugar, two eggs, a tea­ 
spoonful of soda dissolved in half a 
cupful of boiling water. 
Add ginger, 
cinnamon, cloves and salt to taste 
Add flour to make a moist dough and 
let stand on Ice to chill before rolling. 


Sunshine Cookies. 


Take one-third of a cupful of short­ 
ening, one cupful of sugar, two tea­ 
spoonfuls of cream of tartar and one 
teaspoonful of soda sifted in three 
■cupfuls of flour; add a half cupful oi 
sweet milk and salt to taste. 


Filling—Take one cupful of raisins, 
half a cupful of sugar, half a cupful ol 
hot water, one tablespoonful of flour, 
the juice and rind of half a lemon 
Cook until smooth and thick. 
Put a 
spoonful of »filling on a cooky, covei 
with another and bake. 


White Cookies. 


Take two cupfuls of sugar, one cup 
ful of shortening, a teaspoonful oi 
salt, two well-beaten eggs, a cupful of 
sour milk a teaspoonful of soda and 
four cupfuls of flour sifted with ons 
teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Mis 
and roll, adding flour to the board, 
using as little as possible. 
Flavor 
with nutmeg. 
This makes about 60 
cookies. 


Coconut Macaroons. 


Take the whites of two eggs beaten 
stiff, one cupful of sugar and one cup­ 
ful each of corn flakes and coconut; 
salt flavoring, and two tablespoonfuls 
of flour. Drop by spoonfuls on a but* 
tered sheet and bake in a moderate 
oven.

OLD RELIC OF REVOLUTION 


Boston Statehouse, Now Fully Re* 
stored, Is One of the Most Inter­ 
esting in the Country. 


The old statehouse in Boston was 
erected in 1713. In early days the flrsf 
floor was used as the Merchants* ex* 
change, and the second story as *jho 
meeting place of the governors 
province and the royal council. A few 
feet from the eastern porch occurred 
the Boston massacre on March 5, 1770. 
In 1789 Washington reviewed from 
this building a procession In his honor, 
and In 1835 William Lloyd Garrison 
took refuge there to escape from the 
mob that had broken up the anti­ 
slavery meeting, and threatened his 
life. 
In later years the building was 
turned into business offices and was so 
much altered, inside and outside, as 
almost to destroy the original architec­ 
tural effect. 
In 1881 It was restored 
by the city at the request of the pub­ 
lic-spirited citizens, and is now in tho 
custody 
of the 
Bostonian 
society, 
which occupies it. The rooms, includ­ 
ing the old council chamber and hall 
of representatives contain a collection 
of relics and paintings of revolution­ 
ary times.

In the purchase and selection of 
oats for seed farmers are warned to 
bo careful of grain that has been 
bleached by the sulphur process. This 
process Is now used extensively by 
commercial grain dealers to give oats 
of inferior quality a bright, clean ap­ 
pearance. 
In experiments conducted 
by 
the specialists 
of 
the 
United 
States department of agriculture, it 
was found that in nearly every sam­ 
ple of sulphur bleached oats there 
was a great reduction in the germinat­ 
ing power. The largest reduction was 
in a sample which germinated 97.5 
per cent before treating and 0.5 per 
cent after treating, or a total reduc­ 
tion in germination of SS per cfent 
caused by sulphuring. 


Too much attention cannot be paid 
to the quality of seed for the same 
amount of time, labor and money is 
required to sow a field of oats, wheth­ 
er the viability of the seed be high or 
low, and the product will be influ­ 
enced directly by the percentage of 
germination of the seed. 
A casual 
observer is probably more likely to 
be misled' as to the true quality of oats 
than of any other grain for seeding 
purposes, because oats that have been 
sulphured present an attractive ap­ 
pearance ; therefore special care must 
be takon to ascertain whether this 
appearance is due to bleaching by sul­ 
phur or whether it is natural. 


Feed Oats Not Good for Seed. 


It is not an uncommon practice 
throughout the smaller oat-growing 
areas for farmers to use for seed, 
oats that have been purchased for 
feeding 
purposes, 
especially 
when 
these oats appear to be of good qual­ 
ity. 
Frequently very poor yields are 
obtained from feed oats, because these 
oats may have been sulphur bleached. 


Seedmen generally buy their oats 
under contracts, stipulating that such 
: oats shall germinate not less than a 
1 specific percentage, and further that 
they shall not be sulphur bleached. 


. This provision, of course, safeguards 
die farmer when he buys oats from a 
1 seedsman who states that such oats 
' are suitable for seed. 
However, as 
1 there is no general regulation govern- 
1 ing oats handling in intrastate trans­ 
actions which requires that sulphured 
oats are to be labeled as such, the 
farm er generally is without protec­ 
tion and often sows oats that have 
been sulphured. 


Process of Bleaching, 


Two processes are in use in bleach­ 
ing oats; known as the cold process 
and the warm process, the only dif­ 
ference being that in one case steam 
is used to moisten the grain and in 
the other cold water is used. As the 
moistened oats fall from the top of a 
tower 
they 
pass 
through 
sulphur 
fumes which #come in contact with 
every kernel. 
After the oats have 
passed through the bleaching tower 
they are usually run in a bin and al­ 
lowed to stand over night when they 
are cooled or dried as necessity may 
require.

Elm timber growing in tho farm 
wood lot is a valuable asset. 


Tho demand for olm is incrcnsfng» 
MWnle the supply is rapidly diminish* 
ing. 
It is estimated that the total 
stand of elm in the United States is 
approximately 7 ^ billion feet. 
This 
amount would furnish a supply for 
approximately 30 years at the pr* sen t 
rate of cutting, as the annual output 
of elm lumber is about 
2K0(XU>0U 
board feet, placing elm twelfth in rank 
among all woods and tenth among 
hardwoods in point of lumber produc­ 
tion. 


Elm 
wood 
is 
desirable 
where 
strength, bending quality and ability 
to withstand shocks are required. 
It 
is. i’ general, heavy, hard and strong. 
Thu most important use to which it is 
put, according to tho bulletin, is in 
the cooperage industry, tho amount 
credited to this uso being more than 
twice that of tho next in importance, 
which is in the manufacture of bas­ 
kets and crates. It is estimated that 
147,000,UDD board fe&t are used annu­ 
ally in making cooperage stock or bar­ 
rels. 


Elm is used extensively in making 
agricultural implements ami vehieb's 
also. It is useful in the manufacturo 
of wheels and bodies fen* automobiles, 
and the rapid growth of this industry 
has brought about a considerable in­ 
crease in th*» demand for elm. Its abil­ 
ity to take a good polish makes it de­ 
sirable in the manufacture of cert-tin 
pieres <>f furniture, cabinet work and 
interior trimmings. It is a fairly dura­ 
ble wood, the a v e ra g e untr itted lum­ 
ber in situations exposed to weather 
lasting six to eight years. When prop­ 
erly tivjit<‘d with civ»*M»te thi< period 
may be lengthened to 20 or more years, 


RAISE MORE HOGS FOR MEAT 


No Farm Is Complete Without Swine 
to Assist in Modern Methods 
of Farming.

Is Great Britain willing to sell them 


to the United States? 


Can the two nations agree on a 


price? 
i Answers fo these questions will have 
to be guesswork largely. It was first 
rumored in diplomatic circles in Wash- 
ington in i917 that the transfer was 
being considcu'd. 
Nothing 
official, 


however, has ever been made public. 
Secretary of State Lansing sajs he 
knows nothing about it. 


Giving color to the possibility of the 


transfer are two facts: One is that 
the United States is apparently in tho 
market for West Indian islands, as 
shown by the purchase in 1917 of the 
Virgin islands from Denmark for $25,- 
000,000. In this connection it is, to be 
kept in mind that the Panama canal 
is located m tins part of the world, 
which fact m.iy ha\e something to do 
with Uncle Sam's apparent desire to 
invest in islands e>ll its A t l a n t i c ap- 
proach.

Plan to Reclaim 


Disabled Yanks 


Federal Board Estimates That 


50,000 Will Have to Be 


Fitted for Vocations 


7,356 ALREADY IN TRAINING 


Government Works 
on 
Four Year 


Program, but Funds Are Needed 
to Complete Plans—Board Re* 


views 1,000 Cases a Day. 


Washington.—Working to overcome 


the handicaps of men Injured in the 
war 
the 
federal 
government 
is 


striving to place the vocationally dis- 
abled soldier back in the economic 
ranks of the country, able to compete 
with other "whole" men and to earn 
an independent 
income for himself. 


According to information just made 
public by the federal board for vo- 
cational education it is likely that 
as many as 50,000 men who served 
in the war will have to be re-edu- 
cated, either vocationally or occupa- 
tionally. 


Under this plan the federal board 


is now working on what is practi- 
cally a four-year program, although 
appropriations so far have been made 
only up to July, 1920. In another 
month, it is estimated, 17,000 men 
will be approved to go into immediate 
training with the opening for the 
fall terms of the professional and 
technical schools of the country. The 
40,000 or 50,000 men disabled in the 
service of the country will all be 
placed in training for various lines 
of activity and nearly all of them 
will have completed rehabilitation by 
the summer of 1923. By far the ma- 
jority of the men to be rehabilitated 
will have finished their retraining, it 
is expected, within a year or two 
years, some of them in less than six 
months, and will be back on their 
feet in that time in professional and , 
industrial ranks. 


May Extend Work. 


So far no provision has been made 


by Congress 
for rehabilitating 
men 


whose disabilities do not amount to 
a vocational or occupational handi- 
cap. It is said by those best informed 
on reconstruction legislation that con- 
gress may yet be asked to provide 
some means of compensatory train- 
ing, as well as the compensation al- 
ready paid through the war risk bu- 
reau to men who have simply suffered 
physical disabilities, without economic 
loss to them, in their country's service. 
To carry out such a program, it is es- 
timated that the federal government 
would have to 
expend upwards of 


liaJf a billion dollars. 


Up to the present time the voca- 


Jonal education board has got In touch 
ivith some 153,000 men and has actu.il- 
y surveyed and interviewed 110,135 
soldiers, 'sailors and marines injured 
n service during the war. The ma- 
ority of these will not be able to ob- 
ain retraining under the act of con- 
gress as it now stands, even with re- 
cent amendments. 


All of the men more than 10 per 


cent disabled will receive money com- 
pensation to the extent to which they 


are disabled but only those whose 
disabilities n <;an a handicap to them 
in the occupai ion or vocation they fol- 
lowed or In 01 dinary lines of work cpn 
be retrained and fitted for a new 
trade or profession. Of those already 
interviewed 14,876 have been approved 
for training, and 7,356 of these have 
actually been placed in training. Sev- 
eral thousand additional men will 
have been approved by October. 


According to recent figures reported 


to the bureau of war risk insurance 
by the army, 149,433 men have been 
discharged from service with a disa- 
bility. 


"Only cases showing 10 per cent dis- 


ability have been reported," the report 
states. "At this rate It seems prob- 
able that the total number of cases of 
disability resulting from the war and 
entitled to (monetary) compensation 
will be close to 200,000." 


$350,000,000 Needed. 


A central case board has been es- 


tablished in Washington to finally ap- 
prove all cases sent in by the distant 
boards. This system, it is explained, 
is necessary because the board is op- 
erating under a budget system of ex- 
pense from congress. 
This board re- 


views an average of 1,000 cases a day. 
The majority of these have to be re- 
jected, though, if a more liberal law 
should be passed by congress in the 
future these cases would be reopened 
and it is supposed the majority of 
them would then be approved. 
The 


documents and evidence in each case 
are carefully preserved so that the ex- 
pense of obtaining them again will be 
minimized. 


Should a more liberal law be passed 


opening ap possibilities for training!

timated It would take at least $350,-i 
OOjI.OOO to pay the support, tuition* 
and textbook cost alone. Further pro- 
vision would have to t>e made 
for 


traveling expenses of the men. med- 
ical attention, 'and mechanical appli- 
ances and for equipment and adminis- 
tration of the broader law. At pres- 
ent the board is paying the tuition, 
traveling expenses, textbook cost, and 
other special expenses for the men it

It is the purpose of these men to es- 
tabllish and maintain ood hygienic 
condftions in about the school, to dis- 
cover and correct physical defects, to 
discover cases of mental subnormality 
and to detect and exclude cases of 
communicable diseases. The doctors 
of the county who will make the ex- 
aminations und-ar the auspices of the 
Statje Department of Health, are Dr.

E. Wolff, Arendtsville; Dr. A. C. Rice, 
McSherrystown; Dr. N: C. Trout, Fair- 
field; Dr. Woomer, Cashtown; Dr. H. 
S. Crouse, Littlestown; Dr. Eugsne 
Elgin, East Berlin; Dr. W. F. Hollling- 
er, AbbottjStown, and Dr. George H. 
Seaks, New Oxford. These physicians 
will examine the children in the 
schools in thervicinity in which tbay 
live.

7,356 ALREADY IN TRAINING 


Government Works 
on 
Four 
Year 
Program, but Funds Are Needed 
to Complete Plans— Board Re« 
views 1,000 Cases a Day.

striving to place the vocationally dis­ 
abled soldier back in the economic 
ranks of the country, able to compete 
with other “whole” men and to earn 
an independent 
income 
for himself. 
According to information just made 
public by the federal board for vo­ 
cational education it Is likely that 
as many as 50,000 men who served 
in the war will have to be re-edu­ 
cated, either vocationally or occupa­ 
tionally. 


Under this plan the federal board 
is now working on what is practi­ 
cally a four-year program, - although 
appropriations so far have been made 
only up to July, 1920. 
In another 
month, it is estimated, 17,000 men 
will be approved to go into immediate 
training with the opening for the 
fall terms of the professional and 
technical schools of the country. The 
40,000 or 50,000 men disabled in the 
service of the country will all be 
placed in training for various lines 
of activity and nearly all of them 
will have completed rehabilitation by 
the summer of 1923. By far the ma­ 
jority of the men to be rehabilitated 
will have finished their retraining, it 
is expected, within a year or two 
years, some of them in less than six 
months, and will be back on their 
feet in that time in professional and 
industrial ranks. 


May Extend Work. 


So far no provision has been made 
by Congress 
for rehabilitating 
men 
whose disabilities do not amount to 
a vocational or occupational handi­ 
cap. It is said by those best informed 
on reconstruction legislation that con­ 
gress may yet be asked to provide 
some means of compensatory train­ 
ing, as well as the compensation al­ 
ready paid through the war risk bu­ 
reau to men who have simply suffered 
physical disabilities, without economic 
loss to them, in their country’s service* 
To carry out such a program, it is es­ 
timated that the federal government 
would 
have to 
expend upwards 
of 
half a billion dollars. 


Up to the present time the voca­ 
tional education board has got in touch 
with some 153,000 men and has actual­ 
ly surveyed and Interviewed 110,135 
soldiers, ^sailors and marines injured 
in service during the war. 
The ma­ 
jority of these will not be able to ob­ 
tain retraining under the act of con­ 
gress as it now stands, even with re­ 
cent amendments. 


All of the men more than 10 per 
cent disabled will receive money com­ 
pensation to the extent to which they 


“Only cases showing 10 per cent dis­ 
ability have been reported,” the report 
states. 
“At this rate it seems prob­ 
able that the total number of cases of 
disability resulting from the war and 
entitled to (monetary) compensation 
will be close to 200,000.” 


$350,000,000 Needed. 


A central case board has been es­ 
tablished in Washington to finally ap­ 
prove all cases sent in by the distant 
board«. 
This system, It is explained, 
is necessary because the board is op­ 
erating under a budget system of ex­ 
pense from congress. 
This board re­ 
views an average of 1,000 cases a day. 
The majority of these have to be re­ 
jected, though, if a more liberal law 
should be passed by congress in the 
future these cases would be reopened 
and it is supposed the majority of 
them would then be approved. 
The 
documents and evidence in each case 
are carefully preserved so that the ex­ 
pense of obtaining them again will be 
minimized. 


Should a more liberal law be passed 


opening up possibilities for training! 
for such a group of men it is now es­ 
timated it would take at least $350/ 
OOfl.OOO to pay the support, tuition, 
and textbook cost alone. Further pro* 
vision would have to be made for 
traveling expenses of the men, med­ 
ical attention, 'and mechanical appli­ 
ances and for equipment and adminis­ 
tration of the broader law. 
At pres­ 
ent the board is paying the tuition, 
traveling expenses, textbook cost, and 
other special expenses for the men It 
approves, In addition to paying $100 
to' men with dependents and $80 a 
month to men 
without dependents, 
and family allowances to the former 
class.

The waterfall divides Itself into two 
parts, American Falls and the Horse­ 
shoe or Canadian Falls. 
Nine-tenths

NO ARBITRATION 
IN STEEL STRIKE 


Arbitration o* the steel strike, as 


demanded bj the labor group, should 
not be considered by the Industrial 
conference, Judge Gray, head of the 
U. S. Steel corporation, and a member 
of the public group, asserted before 
the conference. 


The corporation will not agree to 


any arbitration and stands firmly on 
Its previously announced policy (for 
the open shop> as regards the ques- 
tion, Judge Gary said. 
It was his 


first pronouncement to the 
confer 


ence. ' 
/ 
Judge Gary had scarcely finished 


reading his statement before Samuel 
Gompers. president of the American 
Federation of Labor and chairman of 
the labor group, was on his feet to 
express the disappointment of labor 
at the pronouncement of the Sreel 
corporation. 
" "I desire to make a brief statement 
in relation- to tin? question under dis- 
cussion, as well others submitted to 
tliis conference," Judge Gary said. 
"Further explanation <>f «»>' vote I 
may register will probably 
be 
un- 


necessary. 


"Like other members of the confer- 


ence, I recognize the public interest 
must always be considered a? of the 
first imporianco; that nil private In- 
terests must be subordinated. 


"I am heartily in accord with the 


desire of the president to establish 
firmly proper and satisfactory rela- 
tions between all groups of citizens 
connected with industry, Including, or 
course, what has been designated as 
capital and labor. 


"I believe in conciliation, co-opera- 


tion and arbitration whenever practic- 
able without sacrificing principle 


"I am of the fixed opinion the p°nd- 


ing strike ngninst the steel industry of 
this ••ountry should not be arbitrated 
or compromised, nor any action taken 
by the conference which bears upon 
Ihnf subject. 


"Also that there should be main- 


tained in actual, practice without in- 
terruption, the open shop, as I under- 
stand it, namely—that 
every man, 


whether he does or does riot belong to 
n labor union, shall have the oppor- 
tunity to engage in any line of legiti- 
mate employment on terms and condi- 
tions agreed ujjon between employe 
and employer. 


"I am opposed to a policy or prac- 


tice which unnecessarily limits' pro- 
duction, increases costs, deprive* the 
workmen from receiving the highest 
wage rates resulting from voluntary 
and reasonable effort, hinders promo- 
tion or advancement in accordance 
with merit, or otherwise interferes 
with the freedom of individual action. 


"As unorganized labor, which em- 


braces the vast majority of working 
people, has no special representation 
to this conference, I deem it appropri- 
ate to say that all labor should re- 
ceive due consideration and that-it is 
the obligAtion and ought to be the 
pleasure of employes at all times and 
in every respect to treat justly and 
liberally all employes, whether organ- 
ized or unorganized." 


Mr. Gompers declares Judge Gary's 


statement was identical with the steel 
executive's letter addressed to sub- 
sidaries of the Steel corporation more 
than a month ago. 


Admitting there might be differences 


of opinion on the open shop as on 
all 
other 
questions, Mr. 
Gompers 


charred Judge Gary with taking the 
attitude that "there is no othe'r opin- 
ion on the matter." 


Reaffirming the devotion of Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor officials to 
the cause of laboring men, Mr. Gom- 
pers exclaimed in a voice filled with 
emotion : 


"If we can-not help them, my God 


(and 
I say reverently) we will not 


hurt them." 


The labor leader accused the cor- 


poration of "giving out TO the news- 
papers that the steel strike had been 
lost." He hoped it was not true that 
"hundreds of thousands of men had 
been compelled to yield because they 
were loo hungry to hold out." 


Mr. Gompers told the conference, 


"if what has occurred in the United 
States ivcently, in the industrial labor 
lately, has offered no opportunity or 
reason for a new understanding, then 
there is no reason for n vote in this 
conference on this question."

NO ARBITRATION 
IN STEEL STRIKE 


Arbitration of the steel strike, 
as 
demanded by the labor group, should 
not be considered by the industrial 
conference, Judge Gray, head of the 
U. S. Steel corporation, and a member 
of the public group, asserted before 
the conference. 


The corporation will not agree to 


any arbitration and stands firmly 'on 
its previously announced policy (for 
the open shop) as regards the ques­ 
tion, Judge Gary said. 
It was his 
first pronouncement to the confer* 
ence. 
, 


Judge Gary had scarcely finished 


reading his statement before Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor and chairman of 
the labor group, wns on his feet to 
express the disappointment of labor 
at the pronouncement of the Steel 
corporation. 


111 desire to make a brief statement 


in relation-to tin? question under dis­ 
cussion, as well others submitted to 
this conference/* Judge Gary said. 
“Further explanation of any vote I 
may register will probably 
be 
un­ 
necessary. 


“Like other members of the confer- 
ence, I recognize the publie interest 
must always be considered as of the 
first importance; that all private In­ 
terests must: be subordinated. 


**I am heartily in accord with the 
desire of the president to establish 
firmly proper and satisfactory rela­ 
tions between all groups of citizens 
connected with industry, including, of 
course, what has been designated as 
capital and labor. 


“I believe in conciliation, co-opera­ 
tion and arbitration whenever practlc* 
able without sacrificing principle. 


“I am of the fixed opinion the pend­ 
ing strike against the steel industry of 
this country should not be arbitrated 
or compromised, nor any action taken 
by the conference which bears upon 
that subject. 


“Also that there should be main­ 
tained in actual, practice without in­ 
terruption, the open shop, as I under­ 
stand it, namely—that 
every 
man, 
whether he does or does riot belong to 
a labor union, shall have the oppor­ 
tunity to engage in any line of legiti­ 
mate employment on terms and condi­ 
tions agreed ujjon between employe 
and employer. 


“I am opposed to a policy or prac­ 
tice which unnecessarily limits pro­ 
duction, increases costs, deprives the 
workmen from receiving the highest 
wage rates resulting from voluntary 
and reasonable effort, hinders promo­ 
tion or advancement in accordance 
with merit, or otherwise interferes 
with the freedom of individual action. 
“As unorganized labor, which em- 
* braces the vast majority of working 
people, has no special representation 
to this conference, I deem it appropri­ 
ate to say that all labor should re­ 
ceive due consideration and that*it is 
the obligation and ought to be the 
pleasure of employes at all times and 
in every respect to treat justly and 
liberally all employes, whether organ­ 
ized or unorganized.’* 


Mr. Gompers declares Judge Gary’s 
statement was identical with the steel 
executive’s letter addressed to sub- 
sidaries of the Steel corporation more 
than a month ago. 


Admitting there bright be differences 
of opinion on the open shop as on 
all 
other 
questions, 
Mr. 
Gompers 
charged Judge Gary with taking the 
attitude that “there is no othtfr opin­ 
ion on the matter.” 


Reaffirming the devotion of Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor officials to 
the cause of laboring men, Mr. Gom­ 
pers exclaimed in a voice filled with 
emotion : 


“If we can*not help them, my God 
(and I say reverently) we will- not 
hurt them.” 


The labor leader accused the cor­ 
poration of “giving out to the news­ 
papers that the steel strike had been 
lost.” He hoped it was not true that 
“hundreds of thousands of men had 
been compelled to yield because they 
were loo hungry to hold out.” 


Mr, Gompers fold the conference, 
“if what has occurred in the United 
States recently, in the industrial labor 
lately, has offered no opportunity or 
reason for a new understanding, then 
there Is no reason for a vote in this 
conference on this question.”

The movement to celebrate next year the tercentenary of the sailing 
of the Jlayflower seems attracting far more attention in England than in 
America. Simultaneous observance is to be had in both countries, but the 
English plans, under the direction of a committee of which Lord Brjfe is 
depuiy president, have progressed so rapidly as to be announced. 


The English celebration ^v¡ll give full scope to that liking- for 
pageantry which marks England. The lives of those Englislmien who fled 
from the mother country for conscience sake arc to bo reconstructed with 
fidelity. Not merely the sailing of the Mayflower, but the whole Pilgrim 
movement will be commemorated. 
There will be pageants and moving 
pictures and ceremonios at Austerfleld, Scrooby, Boston, Cambridge and 
other places in England where the Free church had its adherents. 


An American delegation will be invited to attend these observances, 
and work on the restoration of the ancestral home of Washington, at Sul- 
grave, is being rushed, in the hope that its formal dedication may take 
place. 
Then a combined American and British delegation will visit 
Holland, ^^the common harbor of all heresies,^' where the Pilgrims sought 
refuge from 1609 to 1620. Meetings will be held at Amsterdam, Leyden, 
Delftshaven and The Hague. 
The celebration will culminate with the 
sailing of another Mayflower, laden with Englishmen and Americans, 
from the port of Plymouth, a landing being made on the storied Rock, or, 
rather, where the Eock %vas. 


Other compliments to America are reported. 
The Saint-Qaudens 
monument of Lincoln is to be installed in Westminster, while the Barnard 
"Lincoln" will be imveiled at Manchester- The English have established 
a chair or lectureship (at a cost of $75,000) in American history, litera- 
ture and institutions, and there has been provided aa annual scholarship 
to give young British scholars an opportunity of one or two years' research 
and study in America. 


July Imports Break 
Record 


Were Largest in Hiitory of the

Foreign trade of the United States 
came nearer reaching a balance dur- 
ing July than it*has in any month in 
several years, the department of com- 
merce announced, owing to an 
im- 
mense increase in imports and a sharp 
reduction in exports. 


Imports valued at $345,000.000 en- 
tered American ports, the total ex- 
ceeding the amount brought to

month In history. 


Exports dropped $350,000.000 from 
the high figure of June, but amounted 
to $570,000,000. For the seven months 
ended with July exports totaled $4,- 
618.000,000. while imports

to $1,955,000.000 for the period.

Tiger-Hunting Elephants 
Must Display Bravery or 
Forever Be Disqualified 


Not all elephants are qualified for 
tiger-hunting. 
Every animal used in 
the sport must be steady, obedient, and 
fearless, for If a .single elephant mis- 
behaves or holts' when he confronts 
one of the huge cats, the deadly con- 
tagion of fear may spread broadcast, 
and runaways, broken palanquins, and 
loss of life mny result. 
This Is the 
way In which men select the animals 
to train for the hunt: 


As a preliminary step, they walk 
the elephants back and forth In a 
court where are ranged cage^ con- 
taining tigers and leopards, for the 
sporting 
rajahs 
generally 
maintain 
private menageries. 
When they be- 
come n(jcustomed to the smell of these 
animals, jx tiger is chained to a post 
in an open space, with a leash care- 
fully regulated to limit the length of 
his leaps. 
The mahouts then force 
the pupil-elephant to approach as near 
the post a^ safety 'allo\\;s and to re- 
main for some time within a few steps 
of the tiger. 


Each day the tiger's chain Is length- 
ened, and the prisoner, which is kept 
half-starved, charges 
fiercely 
at the 
elephant as it comes near. Those ele- 
phants which stand their ground with- 
out flinching are considered qualified 
for the hunt in the jungle, but those 
that have revealed the least timidity 
are degraded from the rank of hunt- 
er—the aristocracy of their kind—and 
are turned over to ignominious labor. 


According to a zoologist of the Cal- 
cutta museum, among every thousand 
elephants that undergo this training 
only about fifty will not bolt when 
brought face to face with the chained 
tiger; but nearly Jialf of those that 
stand their ground bx'avely at first re- 
treat before a more ferocious assault.

cupful of boiling water. 
Add ginger, 
cinnamon, cloves and salt to 
taste 
Add flour to make a moist dough and 
let stand on ice to chill before rolling, 


Sunshine Cookies, 


Take one-third of a cupful of short- 
ening, one cupful of sugar, two tea- 
spoonfuls of cream of tartar and one 
teaspoonful of soda sifted in 
three 
-cupfuls of flour; add a half cupful ol 
sweet milk and salt to taste. 


Filling—Take one cupful of raisins, 
half a cupful of sugar, half a cupful ol 
hot water, one tablespoonful of flour, 
the juice and rind of half a lemon 
Cook until smooth and thick. 
Put a 
spoonful of 'fllllng on a cooky, covei 
with another and bake. 


White Cookies. 


Take two cupfuls of sugar, one cup- 
ful of shortening, a teaspoonful ol 
salt, two well-beaten eggs, a cupful oi 
sour milk a teaspoonful of soda and 
four cupfuls of flour sifted with onq 
teaspoonful of baking powder.

OLD RELIC 
OF 
REVOLUTION 


Bostón 
Statehouse, 
Now 
Fully 
Re- 
stored, Is One of the Most Inter- 
esting in the Country. 


The old statehouse In Boston was 
erected In 1713. In early days the firsf 
floor was used as the Merchants' ex* 
change, and the second story as ^ e 
meetiug place of the governors 
province and the royal council. A few 
feet from the eastern porch occurred 
the Boston massacre on March 5, 1770. 
In 1789 Washington 
reviewed 
from 
this building a procession In his honor, 
and In 1835 William Lloyd Garrison 
took refuge there to escape from the 
mob that had 
broken up tlie anti- 
slavery meeting, and threatened his 
life. 
In later years the building was 
turned into business oflices and was so 
much altered, inside and outside, as 
almost to destroy the original architec- 
tural effect. 
In 1881 It was restored 
by the city at the request of the pub- 
lic-spirited citizens, and is now in tho 
custody 
of 
the 
Bostonlan 
society, 
which occupies it. The rooms, includ- 
ing the old council chamber and hall 
of representatives contain a collection 
of relics and paintings of revolution- 
ary times.

white pepper, two scant cupfuis of ol- 
ive oil. 
Add one and two-thirds cup- 
fuis of salt, and add to the cucumbers; 
let stand tliree hours. 
Let the sliced 
onions stand in cold water three iiours. 
Drain well, and mix the onions and 
cucumbers with the oil and the spices. 
Put into jars, and fiil the jars with 
good vinegar. 
Keep in a cold place. 
Good in ten days. 


Corn Relish.—Cut corn from twelve 
ears, chop one small head of cabbage, 
sprinkle salt over the cabbage, mix 
well and let stand three hours. Drain 
off the water and put corn and cab- 
bage together; add one cupful of su- 
gar, two quarts of vinegar, one-half 
cupful of mustard, four small red pep- 
pers chopped. 
Cook all until tender, 
then put into sterllQ cans and seal, 


PiccalillL—Take two gallons of green 
tomatoes cliopped flne, eight large on- 
ions also chopped, three quarts of vin-, 
egar, si:? tablespoonfuls of 
mustard 
St>ed, one tablespoonful each of cloves, 
allspice and mace, one tablespoonful 
of celery sei'd and two pounds of gran- 
ulated sugar. 
Let the tomatoes and 
onions stand over night, sprinkled with 
salt; drain in the morning and mix 
with Ihe spii^es and boU until tender. 


Mint Vinegar.—Put Into a quart jar 
enough fresJi mint, carefully washed 
and dried, to fill it loosely, fill up with 
vinegar and let stand well covered for 
three weeks. 
Strain, bottle and cork, 
and the flavored vinegar will keep for 
years, 
'^'arragon, chervil or any oth- 
er herb may be used in the same man- 
ner.

In the purchase and selection of 
cats for seed fanners are warned to 
bo careful of grain 
that 
has 
been 
bleached by the sulphur piocess. This 
process Is now used extensively 
by 
commei'clal grain dealers to give oats 
of inferior quality a bright, clean ap- 
pearance. 
In experiments conducted 
by 
tho 
specialists 
of 
the 
United 
States department of agriculture, it 
was found that in nearly every sam- 
ple of sulphur bleached 
oats 
there 
was H great reduction in the germinat- 
ing power. The largest reduction was 
in a sample which germinated 07.5 
per cent before treating and 9.5 per 
cent after treating, or a total reduc- 
tion in germination of SS per cfent 
caused by sulphuring. 


Too much attention cannot be paid 
to the quality of seed for the same 
' amount of time, labor and money is 
required to sow a field of oats, wheth- 
er the viability of the seed be high or 
low, and the product will be influ- 
enced directly by the percentage of 
germination of the seed. 
A casual 
observer is probably more likely to 
be misled' as to the true quality of oats 
than of any other grain for seeding 
purposes, because oats that have been 
sulphured present an attractive 
ap- 
pearance ; therefore special care must 
be takon to as^^ortain 
whether 
this 
appeai-ance is due to bleaching by sul- 
phur or whether it is natural. 


Feed Oats Not Good for Seed. 


It is not an uncommon 
practice 
throughout 
the smaller 
oat-growing 
areas for farmers to use for seed, 
oats that have been 
purchased 
for 
feeding 
purposes, 
especially 
when 
these oats appear to be of good qual- 
ity. 
Frequently very poor yields are 
obtained from feed oats, because these 
oats may have been sulphur bleached. 


Seedmen generally buy their 
oats 
Tinder contracts, stipulating that such 
oats shall germinate not less than a 
specific percentage, and further that 
they shall not be sulphur bleached. 
This provision, of course, safeguardi=i 
tlie farmer when he buys oats from a 
seedsman who states that such oats 
are suitable for seed. 
However, as 
there Is no general regulation govern- 
ing oats handling in intrastate trans- 
actions which requires that sulphured 
oats are to be labeled as such, the 
farmer genei-ally is without protec- 
tion and often sows oats that have 
been sulphured. 


Process of Bleaching. 


Two processes are in use in bleach- 
ing oats; known as the cold process 
and the warm process, the only dif- 
ference being that in one case steam 
is used to moisten the grain and In 
the other cold water Is used. As the 
moistened oats fall from the top of a 
tower 
they 
pass 
through 
sulphur 
fumes which .come in 
contact 
with 
every kernel. 
After the oats have 
passed through the bleaching tower 
they are usually i*un In a bin and al- 
lowed to stand over night when they 
are cooled or dried as necessity may 
require.

strenirth, bonding quality and ability 
to wMihstand shocks are required. 
It 
is, i' general, heavy, hard and strong. 
The most important use to which it is 
put, according to tho bulletin, is in 
the cooperage Industry, tho amount 
credited to this use being more than 
twice that of tho next in importance, 
which is in the manufacturo of bas- 
kets and crates. 
It is estimated that 
147.0ÜÜ.ÜÜÜ board fefet are used annu- 
ally in making cooperage stock or bar- 
rels. 


Elm is used extensively in making 
agricultural implements antl vehioh^« 
also. It Is useful in the manufacturo 
of wheels an<l bodies ñn' autoniohlles, 
and the rapid gro\Mh of this industry 
has brought about a considerable in- 
citase in thf^ demand for elm. Its abil- 
ity to take a good polish makes it de- 
sirable in the manufarturo of cert fin 
pieros cf furniture, cabinet Wiirk and 
interior trimmings. It is a fairly dura- 
ble wood, tho averago untr ;ttod luni- 
her in situations expo-ed to weather 
lasting six to eight years.

S the United States to talce 
the British West Indies in 
part payment of Great Brit- 
ain's war debt? 


That seems to be the main 
question Avhlch the London 
Kational News says Is now 
being 
seriously 
considered 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Of course there .are a num- 
ber of other questions, sucli 
EB tills, which may be asked: 


Does the United States want the 
British West Indies? 


Is Great Britain willing to sell them 
to the United States? 


Can the two nations agree on a 
price? 
t Answers fo these questions will havO 
to be guess^york largely. It was first 
rumored In diplomatic circles in Wash- 
ington in 1917 that the transfer w^as 
being 
considered. 
Nothing 
ofiicial, 
however, has ever been made public. 
Secretary of State Lansing says he 
knows nothing nbout it. 


Giving color to the possibility of the 
transfer are two facts: 
One is that 
the United States is apparently in the 
market for West Indian islands, as 
shown by the purchase In 1017 of the 
Virgin islands from Denmark for $25,- 
OOO.OUO. In this connection it Is to bo 
kept in mind that the Panama canal 
Is located In this part of the woi'ld, 
Avhich iuct may have something to do 
with Uncle Sam's apparent desire to 
Invest in islands oil its Atlantic ap- 


strictly one of the Indies, but is often 
classed with them. 
Its 300 islands, 
jutting out of the sea nearly COO miles 
ofC the Carolinas, attract' many visi- 
tors from America. 


The Bahamas—3.000 of them—are 
also well known to the winter resort 
tourists who flock to Nassau. 
They 
stretch off to the southeast from Flor- 
ida, for the most part uninhabited. 
All the island interest centers in the 
winter trade. 
There Is no other live- 
lihood for the 20,000 residents, and 
there Is neither fertility nor rains or 
heat to produce the wealth and beauty 
that make the moro southerly Indies 
famous. 


Boj'ond Porto Klco lie more of Eng- 
land's possessions. 
Many of them are 
very small. 
St, Kitts and Nevis, of 
course, are historically famous In their 
association. 
The latter was the birth- 
place of Alexander Hamilton, 
Bar- 
buda is the game preserve of the 
region. 


Montserrat might be called distin- 
guished for Its red-headed, freckled- 
face negroes with Irish names who 
have even kept the brogue of the or- 
iginal Irish settlors. 
Dominica Is one 
of the real beauty spots of the sort 
that remind one of Nice and the Medi- 
terranean and raise the question why 
Americans should go to Kurope when 
this fairyland lies so near. 
Its only 
drawback Is the rain, that falls every 
day, sometime^ from a clear blue sky, 
and gives Dominica the name of one 
of the wettest spots on earth. On this 
island live the few remaining pure- 
blooded, yellow Caribs, the warlike 
people who fought the European set- 


ono of the chief islands of the Antilles. 


If Great Britain's price for all these 
islands were to be fixed at the rate 
per acre paid for the Danish West 
Indies 
It 
would 
amount 
to 
about 
$2,500.000,000. 


Undoubtedly the Islands belong geo- 
graphically to the American continent. 
I'^or the past several decades the Brit- 
ish possessions have belonged to the 
United States economicall5% for the 
bulk of their trade 
has been 
with 
America and only a small part of it 
with the mother country. Linguistical- 
ly there is no choice. 
Sympathetical- 
assuming that the wishes of the 
inhabitants are to be taken into con- 
sideration, there is little doubt that 
the islanders would vote to join them- 
selves to the United States. 
The ex- 
ample of Porto Rico before their eyes, 
where a poor people prospered with 
American aid, is too striking to pass 
unobserved. 
Moreover, they realize 
that th^y are no longer the favorites 
of England, 
The Indies under British 
rule are not particularly prosperous. 


I^robably the production of the Is- 
lands could be greatly stimulated un- 
der American control, and with an In- 
creased market. 
Sugar, cocoa and ba- 
nanas.are things that everybody wants. 


Strategically

Disabled Yanks 


Federal Board 
Estimates 
That 
50,000 Will Have to Be 
Fitted for Vocations 


7,356 ALREADY IN TRAINING 


Government Works 
on 
Four 
Year 
Program, but Funds Are Needed 
to Complete Plans—B6ard Re- 
views IfOOO Cases a Day. 


Washington.—AVorking to overcome 
the handicaps of men Injured in the 
war 
the 
federal 
government 
is 
striving to place the vocationally dis- 
abled soldier back in the economic 
ranks of the country, able to compete 
with other "whole" men and to earn 
an Independent 
income 
for himself. 
According to information just made 
public by the federal board for vo- 
cational education it Is likely that 
as many as 50.000 men who served 
In the war will have to be re-edu- 
cat'6d, cither vocationally or occupa- 
tionally. 


Under this plan the federal board 
is now working on what is practi- 
cally a four-year program, - although 
appropriations so far have been made 
only up to July, 1920. 
In another 
month, It is estimated, 17,000 men 
will be approved to go into Immediate 
training with the opening for 
the 
fall terms of the professional and 
technical schools of the country. The 
40,000 or 50,000 men disabled in the 
service of the counti-y will all he 
placed in training for various lines 
of activity and nearly all of them 
will have completed rehabilitation by 
the summer of 1923, By far the ma- 
jority of the men to be rehabilitated 
will have finished their retraining, it 
Is expected, within a year or two 
years, some of them in less than six 
months, and will be back on their 
feet in that time in professional and 
industrial ranks. 


May Extend Work. 


So far no provision has been made 
by Congress 
for rehabilitating 
men 
whose disabilities do not amount to 
a vocational or occupational handi- 
cap. It is said by those best informed 
on reconstruction legislation that con- 
gress may yet be asked to provide 
some means of compensatory train- 
ing. as well as the compensation al- 
ready paid through the war risk bu- 
reau to men who have simply suffered 
physical disabilities, without economic 
loss to them, in their country's service. 
To carry out such a program, it is es- 
timated that the federal government 
would 
have to 
expend upwards 
of 
half a billion dollars. 


Up to the present time the voca- 
tional education board has got in touch 
with some 153,000 men and has actual- 
ly surveyed and Interviewed 110,135 
soldiers, 'sailors and marines injured 
In service during the war. 
The ma- 
jority of tliese will not be able to ob- 
tain retraining under the act of con- 
gress as It now stands, even with re- 
cent amendments. 


All of the men more than 10 per 
cent disabled will receive money com- 
pensation to the extent to which they 


arc disabled, but only those whose 
disabilities irean a handicap to them 
In the occupai ion or vocation they fol- 
lowed or in ordinary lines of work can 
be retrained and fitted for a 
new 
trade or profession. Of those already 
interviewed 14,876 have been approved 
foi* training, and 7,350 of those have 
actually been placed in training. 
Sev- 
eral 
thousand 
additional 
men 
will 
have been approved by October. 


According to recent figures reported 
to the bureau of war risk insurance 
by the army, 149,433 men have been 
discharged from service with a disa- 
bility. 


"Only cases showing 10 per cent dis- 
ability have been reported," the report 
states. 
"At this rate it seems prob- 
able that the total number of cases of 
disability resulting from the war and 
entitled to (monetary) 
compensation 
will be close to 200.000." 


$350,000,000 Needed. 


A central case board has been es- 
tablished in Washington to finally ap- 
prove all cases sent in by the distant 
boards. 
This system, it is explained. 
Is necessary because the board is op- 
erating under a budget system of ex- 
pense from congress. 
This board re- 
views an averago of 1,000 cases a day. 
The majority of these have to be re- 
jected, though, If a more liberal law 
should be passed by congress in the 
future these cases would be reopened 
and it is supposed the majority of 
them would then be approved. 
The 
documents and evidence in each case 
are carefully preserved so that the ex- 
pense of obtaining them again will be 
minimized. 
Should a more liberal law be passed 


opening ul) possibilities for tratnfnsi 
for such a group of men it is now es- 
timated it would take at least $350,-^ 
OOp.OOO to pay the support, 
tuition, 
and textbook cost alone. Further pro- 
vision would have to be made 
for 
traveling expenses of the men, med- 
ical attention, 'and mechanical appli- 
ances and for equipment and adminis- 
tration of the broader law. 
At pres-

JEiVery child in the schools of Adams 
coimty will be given a tjiorough med- 
ical 
examination 
according to the 
plans announced by Dr. Chester G. 
Crist, county" medical inspector. Ten 
physicians of the county will assist 
in the work which is to sUirt^this week. 
It is the purpose of these men to es- 
tabllish and maintain ood hygienic 
condftions in about the school, to dis- 
cover and correct physical defects, to 
discover cases of mental subnorniality 
and to detect and exclude cases of 
communicable diseases. The doctors 
of the county who Will make the ex- 
aminations under the auspices of the 
Stat^ Department of Health, are Dr. 
Chester G. Crist. Gettysburg; Dr. W. 
E. Wolff. Arendtsville; Dr. A. C. Rice. 
McSherrys'town; Dr. Ni C. Trout. Fair- 
field; Dr. Woomer, Cashtov/n; Dr. H. 
S. Crouse. Littlestown; Dr. Eugene 
Elgin. East Berlin; Dr. W. F. Hollling- 
er, Abbott^town, and Dr. George H. 
Seaks. New Oxford. These physicians 
will 
examine the children in the 
schools in the^vicinity in which tbey 
live. The examinations will not be 
conducted rapidly and it will require 
many days to complete them, 
Each 
pupil will b6 examined singly and 
where possibLe a separate room will 
be used for t,he purpose testing the 
eyes, ears, heart, tonsils and other 
organs. The examiner must 
record 
the- deformities hei discovers. The 
physicians will carefully examine the 
vaccination certificates and scars. In 
tlie cas-e of pupils that the tpacher re- 
ports retarded a special examination 
will be given as it is the purpose or 
the Stale Department to segregate 
those children who are mentally unfit.
